The  Board  of  Management  present  to  Members,  Sub¬ 
scribers,  and  to  all  who  have  assisted  in  the  maintenance 
of  the  Hospital,  this  53rd  Annual  Report  and  Audited 
Statement  of  Accounts  for  1941 


Owing  to  the  necessity  for  stringent  economy  in  paper, 
this — the  53rd — Annual  Report,  together  with  the  Balance 
Sheet  and  Income  and  Expenditure  Account,  is  compressed  as 
much  as  possible.  The  List  of  Subscribers  has  been  omitted, 
but  can  be  inspected  by  arrangement  with  the  Secretary- 
Superintendent. 

Mrs.  Munn,  who  since  the  opening  of  the  new  Hospital 
had  been  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Management,  an  office 
which  she  filled  with  great  distinction  and  for  whose  services 
the  Board  are  very  grateful,  resigned  in  August. 

The  Board  appointed  Mr.  Edward  Blount  to  fill  the 
vacancy,  and  Mr.  Alfred  Wagg  was  appointed  Vice-Chairman 
in  his  place. 

The  Board  have  suffered  a  sad  and  grievous  loss  by  the 
death  of  Mr.  E.  P.  Whitley  Hughes,  who  was  for  many  years 
a  member  of  the  Board  and  who,  in  an  honorary  capacity, 
rendered  invaluable  service  in  all  legal  matters  touching  the 
Hospital.  He  has  been  succeeded  on  the  Board  by  Mr.  Oliver 
Luscombe,  who  has  kindly  consented  to  act  in  a  similar 
capacity. 

The  Report  which  the  Board  has  received  from  Mr. 
Mclndoe  regarding  the  specialised  work  of  the  Maxillo-Facial 
side  of  the  Hospital  is  of  such  surpassing  interest  to  an  ever- 
widening  circle  of  Allied  and  Dominion  Government  Depart¬ 
ments  and  to  their  Medical  Advisers,  that  the  Board  have 
decided  to  print  it  separately,  and  enclose  a  copy  herewith. 

In  the  Main  Building  the  work  of  the  Hospital  has  been 
carried  on  with  its  usual  efficiency  and  the  requirements  of  the 
district  have  been  satisfactorily  met.  The  Board  regret  that 
the  replacement  of  the  Children’s  Ward  has  not  yet  been 
possible,  and  that,  in  consequence,  slight  difficulties  some¬ 
times  occur. 

The  Red  Cross  and  St.  John  War  Organisation  have 
erected  and  presented  to  the  Hospital  a  spacious  building 
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comprising  Recreation  Room,  Dining  Room,  Reading  Room 
and  necessary  offices  for  the  use  of  the  men,  as  well  as  a 
comfortable  sitting  room  for  the  women  patients. 

They  have  also  redecorated  and  greatly  improved  Wards 
I  and  III,  as  well  as  Ward  II,  the  latter,  a  ward  for  women, 
being  connected  by  a  gangway  with  the  women’s  sitting  room. 

Further,  what  was  previously  the  men’s  recreation  room, 
has,  by  the  same  instrumentality,  been  improved  and  redec¬ 
orated,  and  has  been  handed  over  to  the  officers. 

The  Board  are  deeply  grateful  to  the  Joint  War  Council 
for  this  evidence  of  their  sympathy  and  interest.

The  Annexe  at  St.  Agnes  School  which  provides  an 
additional  50  beds,  as  stated  in  our  last  report,  was  opened 
in  June  and  has  proved  a  most  valuable  acquisition  to  the 
Hospital.

The  Hospital  is  fortunate  in  possessing  many  friends,  both 
at  home  and  abroad.  Those  at  a  distance  have  helped  it  finan¬ 
cially  largely  through  the  instrumentality  of  Mr.  Mclndoe. 
Those  at  home  have  helped  it,  not  only  financially,  but  by  their 
constant  personal  service,  by  their  practical  interest  in  the 
Hospital  and  in  its  inmates,  whose  gratitude  is  their  reward. 
They  are  doing  a  great  work,  and  to  all  of  them  the  Board 
desire  to  tender  their  warm  thanks.

The  Hospital’s  account  with  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
the  year  ended  31st  December,  1940,  which  was  stated  in  last 
year’s  report  to  be  subject  to  adjustment  has  now  been  settled 
and  it  is  agreed  that  the  sum  of  £2874/16/8  is  due  to  be  repaid 
to  the  Ministry  by  the  Hospital. 

Consequently  the  General  Fund  of  £10,409/16/9  appearing 
in  the  Balance  Sheet  at  31/12/41  should  be  reduced  by  that 
sum  to  £7535/0/1. 

The  Hospital’s  account  with  the  Ministry  for  the  year  to 
31st  December,  1941,  has  not  yet  been  agreed  and  the  pay¬ 
ments  made  on  account  by  the  Ministry,  as  shown  in  the 
accounts,  now  submitted,  will  again  be  subject  to  adjustment.

Especial  thanks  is  due  to  the  East  Grinstead  Working  Men’s 
Hospital  Fund,  Forest  Row  Working  Men’s  Hospital  Fund, 
Turners  Hill  and  District  Working  Men’s  Hospital  Fund,  the 
Sussex  Provident  Scheme,  and  the  Pea  Nut  Honey  Comb 
Scheme.

PRIVATE  WARDS. 

Six  Single  bed  Private  Wards  have  been  provided  for  the  benefit 
of  those  persons  who,  while  of  limited  means,  are  above  the  limit  of 
income  of  patients  generally  admitted  to  a  Voluntary  Hospital,  and 
also  for  those  persons  who  need  such  special  investigation  or  treatment 
as  can  only  be  given  at  a  fully-equipped  Hospital.  The  charges  are 
from  £7/7/0  per  week.  Extra  sums  are  charged  for  use  of  Operating 
Theatre,  Pathological  and  X-Ray  examinations,  massage,  and  so  forth. 

Patients  may  be  attended  by  their  private  medical  attendant ; 
the  services  of  members  of  the  Specialist  Staff  are,  of  course,  available 
to  them.  All  medical  fees  are  a  matter  for  arrangement  between 
patient  and  doctor. 

Patients  may  be  visited  daily  between  2  and  4  p.m.  and  otherwise 
by  special  arrangement.  Tea  will  be  supplied  to  visitors  if  notice  is 
given  to  the  Sister  in  Charge,  at  a  charge  of  1/-  each. 

Patients  on  the  danger  list  may  be  visited  at  any  time.
